The Supreme Court of Canada is to de- 
cide whether loansemade under the Na- 
tional Housing Act are to be under federal 
or provincial jurisdiction. The point arose 
because loan companies have taken the 
stand that they will make housing loans if 
these are to be under federal control, but 
not if provincial legislation is to apply to 
them. 

A court decision either way will there- 
fore be important. If the decision is that 
the provincial powers cannot interfere 
with the loan contracts, the companies 
will have the assurance they want. If the 
decision is the other way, other means of 
financing large scale house-construction 
will have to be found. 

Either verdict would improve the situ- 
ation, and the ground cannot be cleared 
any too soon. The housing plan is needed 
in this province as in others, At present 
it is stalled by the refusal of the loan com- 
panies to participate. This stalemate can- 
not be allowed to drag along.

The Battle Against T.B. 


In nearly every part of Canada, from 
the Atlantic coast to the Pacific, mass sur- 
veys for the detection of tuberculosis are 
proving of great value. It may be expected 
that Edmonton’s present survey, in the old 
Edmonton Motors Building, will uncover 
about three cases of active disease for each 
thousand examined. Most of these cases 
will be in early stages, giving the victim$ 
a 90 per cent chance of recovery. 

Christmas Seals bought the unit now 
operating in Edmonton. Another larger 
and more expensive unit will shortly be in 
action in southern Alberta, also bought 
with Christmas Seal money. The progress 
of the Alberta Tuberculosis Association 
calls for the purchase of additional units 
as funds are available, and as the Alberta 
department of health is able to provide 
staffs to operate them. 

In such extensive undertakings 
these, Christmas Seals play an important 
part by providing funds for.the purchase 
of the mobile units, which are turned over 
to the province for the benefit of all the 
people of Alberta. 

Anyone who wishes to, may help in this 
work, whose value in saving lives cannot 
be estimated in dollars and cents. It has 
been noted that this year many people are 
greatly increasing their contributions, 
probably because they see the good their 
dollars do. But much more is needed. 
Contributions may be sent to the Kinsmen 
T.B. Seal Fund, Heintzman Hall, Ed- 
monton.

Another Busy Year 


The federal-provincial conference on 
agriculture has outlined a program which 
envisions another busy and profitable and 
exceedingly useful year for the Canadian 
farmer. 

The farmer is asked to supply all the 
milk he can, all the creamery butter and 
cheese, all the hogs and beef cattle; to 
help raise egg production to 422,000,000 
dozen, to grow more oats, more barley, 
more flax, sunflowers, rape seed and soy 
beans, tobacco, corn and beans. The only 
important item on the other side of the 
account is that he cut down wheat produc- 
tion by eight per cent—and use the land 
for these other and not less laborious pur- 
poses. 

With the possible exception of wheat 
the farmer thus has official assurance 
that he faces an opportunity to market 
all he can produce, under price conditions 
not likely to be less to his advantage, even 
should the fighting end in Europe. 

The underlying fact of course is that 
the world has need of these things, that 
they are necessary to the successful car- 
rying on of our national war effort, and 
not less to help ease the distress of liber- 
ated nations whose productive resources 
cannot be got back to normal in time for 
the crops of 1945. 

In supplying these needs the farmer 
will also take care of his own, clear off 
some more of his obligations, or lay away 
money for improving his farm and equip- 
ment when peace returns.

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formance. The Allies did right to choose 
De Gaulle, place him in power, and give 
him the backing necessary to bring order 
out of chaos 

Much tle same situation exists in all 
the countries long under Nazi control. 
Some authority has to be nominated to 
take over from the military administra- 
tion, and in all of them whatever authority 
is chosen will require Allied sipport 
moral or military—to survive and to make 
headway toward reconstruction of the 
national life. 

But it will be better if the three major 
powers can arrange that such “inter- 
ference” is to be made on their joint re- 
sponsibility and with the prestige of their 
jont approval. That would be accepted by 
the liberated peoples more willingly than 
intervention by one of the “big three” 
alone. Some arrangement to this end is 
likely to be considered when the confer- 
ence gets under way. 

The distracted, bankrupt, faction-rid- 
den countries need a keeper. They are 
more likely to accept directién and disci- 
pline if this is provded by the three great 


powers acting together.

McNaughiton’s Evidence in 
House Was Far From 


Clear

OTTAWA.— When General Me- 
Naughton appeared before the 
House of Commons on Novy. 23, the 
order-in-council imposing overseas 
conscription had just been an- 
nounced, It had, in fact, been ap- 
proved by the government an hour 
or two earlier. It was, perhaps, 
natural that he should try at the 
outset of his evidence to explain his 


position Mr. Ralston, his pre- 
decessor in office, who had been 
retired because the government 


would not do for him (Mr. Ralsten) 
the very thing that had just been 
done, was sitling a few feet away. 
“Where my predecessor and I 
differed,” said Gen. McNaugh- 
ton, “was on the methods which 
should be used to provide the 
reinforcements needed. In Octo- 
ber last he took his stand on the 
basis that we had outrun the 
possibilities of maintaining our 
forces overseas by voluntary en- 


listment. At that time, I took 
the stand that our traditional 
system which we had used 


throughout this war and long 
before, was capable of producing 
the results we sought and of 
providing them in time, provided 
always that it was given the full

But the element of scandal is not to be so lightly 
dismissed. It should be remembered that many tend to 
judge religion solely from the manner in which it is prac- 
ticed—or not practiced, 

It is fallacious to evaluate a church or a religion on 
the basis of how individuals, or groups of individuals, con- 
duct themselves. But, fallacy or not, it is still true that 
many non-believers have found their way into a church 
because of the example of some one they know and admire. 
Conversely, it is also true that many have rejected Chris- 
tianity because they have been scandalized by those who, so 
to speak, have Christ forever on their lips but never in their 
hearts. 

Scripture is solemn in its warning against the scan- 
dal-giver. So long as fallible human minds tend to gener-

| Wash galsify, boil until tender 
then scrape. Put through food 
chopper or blender. Combine 
with milk, ‘salt, peper and mace 
Add cooked green peas and heat 


thoroughly. Serve with garnish 
of paprika. Serves 4 to 6 

“Til make the sweet potato 
fluff with an electric blender,” she 
says, ‘but, of course, the potatoes 
can be mashed by hand or put 
through a food sieve. Boil the 
sweet potatoes whole, then skin
